It surged over 
an eight-foot sea wall at Loyola 
University, about six or seven 
miles north of North avenue. 

Police, fearing additional 
waves, cleared fishing piers and 
beaches along. the lake front, 
sending hundreds of bathers 
and fishermen away from the 
lake.

GUATEMALA BARS

WASHINGTON, June 26 (UP) 
— Guatemala has rejected an 
Inter-American Peace Commis- 
sion request for an on-the-spot 
investigation of the Central 
American republic’s charge of 
outside aggression. 

The pro-Communist Govern- 
ment of Guatemala charged that 
anti-Red rebel forces in the 
week-old war were operated 
from bases in neighboring Hon- 
duras and Nicaragua. 

Both countries have formally 
denied the accusation And have 
urged the commission to inves- 
tigate the charge, offering full 
co-operation. 

Alfredo Chocano, Guatemalan 
charge d'affaires, delivered 
Guatemala’s refusal late yes- 
terday. 

The five-nation commission 
was scheduled to meet today to 
draft a reply. The Guatemalan 
note and the reply will be made 
public at the same time. 

However, it was learned that 
Guatemala’s rejection advanced 
these arguments: 

1. The commission cannot in- 
tervene in a matter which has 
been placed before the Security 
Council of the United Nations, 
as in the present case. 

2. Charges of aggression are 
outside the competence of the 
commission. 

3. Intervention by the com- 
mission would support attempts 
by- the aggressors to neutralize

More than 280 scientists at Los Alamos—80 
per cent of those employed at the atomic lab- 
oratories—have added their voices to the mount- 
ing storm of criticism for the Government's 
handling of the J. Robert Oppenheimer case. 

This storm of criticism, coming from the very 
scientists upon whom the nation must depend 
for keeping abreast of new weapons develop- 
ment, makes a definitive review of the case 
more urgent than ever. This holds true even 
though Maj. Gen. Kenneth D. Nichols, AEC gen- 
eral manager, is reported to be against full 
clearance for Dr. Oppenheimer. 

The Atomic Energy Commission, when it re- 
views the case, should clarify among other 
things one amazing aspect of the Gordon Gray 
board's 2-1 decision against Dr. Oppenheimer. 
This is the implication that the two majority 
members would have preferred to make another 
decision. 

After deciding to recommend against rein- 
statement of Dr. Oppenheimer’s security clear- 
ance, Members Gordon Gray and Thomas A. 
Morgan made this astonishing remark: 

It seemed to us that an alternative recom- 
mendation would be possible, if we were 
allowed to exercise mature practical judg- 
ment without the rigid circumscription of 
regulations and criteria established for us. 

7 * * : 

What is this if not a plain statement that the 
finding against Dr. Oppenheimer did not rep- 
resent the board’s mature practical judgment? 
What is it if not a confession that the verdict 
was dictated by “the rigid circumscription of 
regulations and criteria established for us?“ 

These questions take on all the more mean- 
ing in the light of the majority members’ effort 
to develop an alternative recommendation. In- 
stead of finding Dr. Oppenheimer to be a secur- 
ity risk, they say, they would have preferred 
to recommend that he simply not be used as 
a consultant. And they asked the AEC why this 
could not be done. 

The AEC had several reasons, so the majority 
reports, for advising against such a solution. 
It pointed out that if Dr. Oppenheimer ceased 
to be a consultant, but retained his security 
clearance, he would continue to receive classi- 
fied documents, would be regarded by other 
Government agencies as cleared, and would be 
eligible to work for AEC contractors. 

In other words, the AEC was telling the 
special board that it was all or nothing: Dr. 
Oppenheimer had to be cleared or not cleared. 
There was no middle way. 

According to The New York Times, Maj. Gen. 
Nichols has prepared a report upholding the 
majority against Dr. Oppenheimer. He is said 
to be even more critical than was the Gray 
board. This report cannot be pre-judged. But it 
should be kept in mind that, as Joseph and 
Stewart Alsop have pointed out, AEC operations 
under Chairman Strauss have been rife with 
personality conflicts. 

Curiously, however, Chairman Strauss of the 
AEC had himself proposed the same middle 
way last December. 

According to a letter which Dr. Oppenheimer 
wrote Chairman Strauss on Dec. 22, just before 
the start of the present investigation, Mr. Strauss 
had proposed as “‘a possible desirable alterna- 
tive“ to the investigation that Dr. Oppenheimer 
request termination of his contract as a con- 
sultant. Dr. Oppenheimer refused because he 
felt this would amount to an agreement by 
him that he was unfit for Government service. 

* * * 

Whether the scientist was right or wrong in 
refusing, the important question is: 

If Chairman Strauss could offer in December 
a solution of the problem which did not involve 
branding Dr. Oppenheimer as a security risk, 
why is it that the commission a few weeks 
later told the special board that that very solu- 
tion was impracticahle? 

Why did the commission, in the course of the 
hearing, close off to the special board an ap- 
proach which Mr. Strauss himself had suggested 
before the hearing began? 

Is this what the special board was talking 
about when it implied that its decision was 
dictated by “rigid regulations and criteria estab- 
lished for us?” 

These are some of the questions that cry out 
for answer. Since the AEC is directly involved, 
the fact that the AEC will be the reviewing 
agency creates a strange situation. But some- 
body should clear up this amazing aspect of 
an ever more amazing case, which indicates that 
even the two-man majority, as well as the one- 


man minority, had grave doubts of its decision, 


and would have preferred to make another. 
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A Bad Bill’s Proper End 

Alderman Everett Taylor and his traffic com- 
mittee acted with restraint and good sense in 
killing the bill that would have prohibited po- 
lice from towing away illegally-parked automo- 
biles. The way to deal with alleged unhappy fea- 
tures in administration of the towing ordinance 
is not to repeal it but to improve its administra- 
tion. The fact that the Twenty-seventh Ward 
Democrat and his colleagues made that distinc- 
tion is all to their credit. Towing is essential to 
enforcement of the master traffic control ordi- 
nance; its elimination would have been a dis- 
heartening and retrograde step.

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One Condition for Progress 
With federal money authorized, St. Louis has 
set an ambitious schedule for its first urban re- 
development project. But keeping on schedule 
may depend on the Missouri Supreme Court. 


Housing Commissioner Albert M. Cole an- 


nounced in Washington that the Federal Govern- 
ment will provide a $4,155,000 loan te help 
sweep out the blighted plaza area and to create 
parks and apartments there. When the Land 
Clearance for Redevelopment agency here has 
cleared the land for private construction, the 
Government will then credit $1,334,000 as a 
eapital grant toward repayment of the loan. 

This federal aid signals for a start on the 
plaza task. And the Redevelopment Authority 
now hopes to start buying plaza property by 
September, to begin relocating some 53 families 
in the area in October, to commence demolition 
of old buildings Jan. 1, and to turn over some 
five and a half blocks for private apartment 
building about next July 1. 

Yet there is still one condition to be met be- 
fore federal funds can be obtained. That condi- 
tion is the validity of the state and city laws for 
urban redevelopment. The circuit court has al- 
ready ruled favorably on these laws and now 
the test suit is before the State Supreme Court. 

The tribunal in Jefferson City begins a sum- 
mer recess next month. It would be a great lift 
for the civic spirit to have the court’s decision 
before then. May the ruling be both favorable 
and soon. 
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Down on Spring Creek 

The struggle for good water is one of man's 
oldest struggles, and for today's cities water 
conservation is largely a matter of stopping in- 
dustrial and sewage pollution, as described in 
today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. But the rivers 
which flow by the cities rise elsewhere, and 
where they rise the maintenance of water re- 
sources is a different problem. 

Just this week, at Rolla, Leon W. Horkohl of 
the United States Forest Service gave the Out- 
door Writers’ Association an example of up- 
stream redevelopment. The example he cited 
was little Spring creek, in Howell county in 
southern Missouri. 

When the Forest Service bought 5000 acres 
there in 1935, wildlife was becoming scarce. 
Over-grazing and timbering was “polluting” the 
stream both with good soll and useless gravel. 
The stream itself was dry or flooding betimes 
and too seldom normal. 

The Forest Service set up a wildlife refuge, 
then undertook fire protection, timber manage- 
ment and grazing controls, In a few short years 
deer, turkey and beaver have overflowed from 
the watershed and sound trees are growing. 
Since 1944, Spring creek has not been dry in 
spite of the serious drouth. 

Man obviously knows how to practice conser- 
vation, in country or city. The question of why 
he does not use his knowledge fully is worth 
a thought as long and cool as a drink of good 
clear water.

If you do any traveling this summer, 
count the number of “Polluted” signs 
you see along the waterways. 


Or better, revisit a particular lake or 
river you knew as a boy. Its banks are 
now probably lined with industrial 
plants. The fishing isn’t what it used 
to be. A small boy has to watch out for 
more than the truant officer if he feels 
like swimming. 


Practically all United States water- 
ways, large and small, are suffering 
from pollution. It 
comes chiefly from 
two sources: resi- 
dential sewage and 
industrial waste. 

As population in- 
creases and indus- 
try expands, the 
amount of waste 
products dumped 
into the water gets 
bigger. 


the amount 
of water available 
to carry the waste 
decreases because 
demands for good 
water keep increasing. United States 
population has doubled since 1900; total 
water use has increased six times. 

The pollution problem is enormous 
and extremely tomplicated. Men who 
have dug into it recommend careful 
study by experts and co-operation with 
state officials before anything is done. 


No Such Thing as ‘Pure’ 


Industrial waste disposal is often as 
complex as industrial processes them- 
selves. Even the experts don’t know 
how to treat certain chemical wastes 
without great expense. 

Furthermore, technological progress 
continually develops new materials — 
and these, in turn, produce new wastes 
whose effects on the water and whose 
treatment requirements are not known. 


Adding to the complication are the 

requirements for water in vari- 

ous areas. Sanitary engineers scowl 

whenever anyone mentions “pure” 

water. There’s no such thing, except in 
a laboratory. 

Even rain f 


At present practically all the states 


‘are hard at work in classifying their 


waterways. Once the classifications 
have been set, you can expect law en- 
forcement to follow. 

Underlying all the talk about pollu- 
tion is concern over water supply. 

The availability of usable water can 
make or break an area economically. 
Polluted water can check industrial ex- 
pansion just as effectively as lack of 
water. 

Unlike most natural resources, water 
will never be “short” in an absolute 
sense. There will always be more avail- 
able. But it may be available at a price 
industry cannot afford to pay. 

Pennsylvania is already pioneering in 
direct state aid to municipalities for 
abatement work. 


Ohio One of the Worst 


The Ohio river is one of the most 
polluted streams in the country. Into 
it pour the mine drainage and industrial 
waste of the Monongahela, the Alle- 
gheny and other tributaries. 

The resulting pollution is so serious 
as to discourage further industrial ex- 
pansion. 

Oneida, Ltd., big silver-plating com- 
pany that makes Community-brand 
silverware, has spent close to $1,000,000 
at Sherrill, N.Y., on an industrial waste 
purification plant. The most it can ex- 
pect to get out of the expenditure is 
about $30,000 a year in reclaimed silver. 
That’s less than the yearly operatin 
expense of the treatment plant. . 


This means that the total expense of 
the new facilities has to be charged off 
to public relations. Pollution was cast- 
ing a dark shadow over this relation- 
ship. Chemical engineering consultants 
Dr. B. F. Dodge and Dr..C. A. Williams 
of Yale University were called in. 


Prevention, Not a Cure 


The consultants, working with Oneida 
engineers and state officials, found that 
there were 38 different contaminants 
involved. These included soaps, oils, 
metals, sulphuric acid, nitric acid, hy- 
drochlorie acid, and cyanide. 

Instead of hiding the waste purifica- 
tion plant in a far corner of the proper- 
ty, Oneida has painted it brightly and 
made it one of the high spots of the 
regular plant tour. Thus, the plant 
began paying for itself through public 
relations almost as soon as it began 
operating. , 

The type of job Oneida has done 1s 
what sanitary engineers have been 
preaching for a long while. They look 
at it this way: To pollute rivers, lakes 
and bays and then try to “purify” that 
water to usable condition, is like lock- 
ing the barn door after the horse is 
stolen. What's wanted is prevention 
rather than cure.

Between Book Ends 


The Heart of a Critic 


THE HEART IN THE DESERT, by Gilbert Phelps. 

(The John Day Co., 312 pgs., $3.75.) 

When Martin Crystal, a very popular 
novelist, dies suddenly, his publishers 
ask his best friend, a well-known critic, 
to write Crystal’s biography. At the 
first, the critic refuses. The real rea- 
son behind my initial refusal and re- 
luctance is indeed this very fact that I 
am a critic. However attached I may 
have been to Crystal as a friend, I have 
never allowed personal feelings to blind 
me to my other duties.” However, the 
critic finally consents to write the bi- 
ography and “The Heart in the Desert” 
is the result. 

Martin Crystal was born in the town

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HAYDN WORK GIVEN 
BY LITTLE SYMPHONY 


Lukas Foss Ends Engage- 
ment as Conductor With 
Novelty Program. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


Lukas Foss concluded his 
short engagement as guest con- 
ductor of the Little Symphony 
Orchestra last night by directing 
& program composed largely of 
novelties. Even in the classic 
part of the concert—which was 
played as usual in Washington 
University Quadrangle—the cen- 
ter of interest was the Haydn 
Symphony No. 22 in E Flat, a 
work that has never been pre- 
- viously played in the United 
States. 

The unusual nature of its in- 
strumentation has made this 
symphony an object of consid- 
erable speculation among musi- 
cal scholars. It uses a combina- 
tion of two English horns which 
Was unprecedented for that 
period and which Haydn never 
employed before. It is further 


distinguished by having an ada- 


gio as a first movement and 
the use of Gregorian thematic 

material. Compared to later 
Haydn symphonies, however, it 
is hardly a commanding work 
either in its ideas or in its 
formulation. 


The three twentieth century 
works which made up the second 
half of the program were all ex- 
amples of ingenious scoring ap- 
plied to strongly personal musi- 
cal thought. The fugue from 
Bela Bartok’s “Music for Per- 
cussion Celeste and Strings” was 
an intricate piece of tonal weav- 
ing, prevailingly chromatic and 
eerie in its effect. Hindemith’s 
„Kammermusik for Wind Quin- 
tet” which probably sounded 
rather acidulous back in the 
twenties, was charmingly piquant 
to ears that have become ac- 
customed to spicy dissonance. 
Darius Milhaud’s ballet, “Crea- 
tion du Monde,” also written in 
the early twenties, anticipated 

adhe French vogue for “le Jazz 
Hot” and the “blues” by several 
years. It is still an attractive 
and vivid work. 


Despite the fact that the or- 
chestra was coping with a great 
many intricacies in only a few 
rehearsals, the performances of 
all sounded well set, satisfactory 
in precision and high spirited. 
It was only in the “Creation du 
Monde” that some uncertainty 
of execution was particularly no- 
ticeable. 


The concert was opened with a 
gracious performance of Handel's 
“Concerto Grosso No. 23 in B 
Minor.” Changes in the ampli- 
fying machinery improved the 
quality of sound considerably 
over last week’s concert. 


SOUTH U.S.A. PRESBYTERIANS 
INDORSE END OF SEGREGATION 


MARYVILLE, Tenn., June 26 
(AP)—The Mid-South Synod of 
the Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S.A. (northern) has urged 
“all Christians to assist in 
carrying out the full implications 
of the Supreme Court’s decision 
on segregation.” 

Unanimous indorsement of 
the recent ruling against segre- 
gation in the public schools was 
registered by the 300 delegates 
to the synod’s annual meeting at 
the closing session yesterday. 

The group adopted a report 
which urged: “. all Christians 
to assist in preparing their com- 
munities, phychologically and 
spiritually, for carrying out the 

+ full implications of the Supreme 
Court's decision on segregation. 
“We further recommend that 
this synod co-operate fully with _ 
the general assembly's commit- 
tee on integration of synods and 
Presbyteries now organized on 
racial and cultural lines.” 

The synod comprises Alabama, 
Georgia, Mississippi, part of 
North Carolina, and Tennessee.

Bolt’s Record 
60 Gives Him 
Tourney Lead 


WETHERSFIELD, . Conn., 


June 26 (AP)—Excitement was 
in the air today as the $15,000 
Insurance City Open golf tour- 
nament entered the third round 
with Tommy Bolt, the ex-club- 
thrower, leading with 71-60— 
131. 

The sensational 60 was fired 
by Bolt yesterday to equal the 
American 18-hole competitive 
record. Only four other 60s 
have been recorded in National 
Professional Golfers Association 
tournaments. . 

The 36-year-old Texan, now 
playing out of Shreveport, La. 
shot 11 birdies in his 60 round 
over the par 35-36—71 Wethers- 
field Country Club’s 656l-yard 
course, and barely missed can- 
ning a 15-footer for an all-time 
59 on the eighteenth hole. 

Bolt’s 30-30 required only 24 
putts, the longest covering 30 
feet on the 167-yard seven- 
teenth. He was in trouble only 
on the 433-yard eleventh when 
his tee shot went wide. 

Other 60s belong to Bill Nary, 
Reno, Nev.; Al Brosch, Cherry 
Valley, N. V.; Ted Kroll, New 
Hartford, N.Y., and Wally Ul- 
rich, Austin, Minn. Kroll and 
Brosch shot their rounds at San 
Antonio, Tex., Nary at El Paso, 
Tex., and Ulrich at Virginia 
Beach. Bolt’s was the first on a 
northern course. 

Dr. Cary Middlecoff, the 
Memphis (Tenn.) dentist, whose 
brilliant 65 led on opening day, 
went around in regulation fig- 
uges yesterday to share the 
runner-up spot with Earl Stew- 
art, Dallas, Tex., each with 136s. 

Down among the 140s, nine

Mother---Child at 13

OUR ll-year-old son or daughter may have seemed to 

be spending a major part of his energies in a drawn 
W battle with you, his mother. At 12, he took things 
easier, was more relaxed, easygoing, and friendly. The 
smoke of battle had died down. 

What of 13? Is he a friend or foe, so fas as mother 
is concerned? 

Often, we have found, he is neither. He may, in fact, 
seem to have almost completely withdrawn from any re- 
lationship with her whatever. “We never see him any 
more except at mealtimes,” one mother complained. “He 
just spends all his time in his own room. It's as though 
the family didn’t exist for him.”

THIS WITHDRAWAL can be emotional as well as 
physical. Ask your son the simplest question about his 
school or social affairs, and he is apt to retreat, muttering, 
“Prying into a person’s private life.” Borrow a handker- 
chief from your daughter’s top drawer, and she may accuse 
you of snooping around looking for her diary. 

Of course, at any age there are pleasant moments and 
occasions. Some mothers find that they very much enjoy 
their more thoughtful, quiet, calmed-down 13-year-olds. 
But 13 is all tod likely, when he or she does emerge from 
his self-chosen withdrawal, to make his contacts with his 
mother along somewhat negative lines. 

The 13-year-old girl, for instance, is not only often 
sulky, sullen and withdrawn, but she is characteristically 
extremely critical of everything about her mother—from 
her hairdo, to her makeup, to her way of dressing and 
manner of speaking. Sometimes these criticisms are direct 
and outright. Sometimes in the form of sly digs or com- 
plaints. They are definitely made “for mother’s own good.” 
But it does sometimes seem as if the 13-year-old girl can 
gain status (in her own eyes) only by knocking mother down,

SOMETIMES THINGS BECOME pretty violent. As 
one girl remarked, “We yell at each other. Sometimes we 
brush things off, but sometimes it’s terrible!” However, 
another girl commented, “I do yell at her when I’m mad. 
But the way I treat her is not a part of what I think of her.” 

We can only hope that the same is true of some boys. 
We suspect that it is. But certainly the surface behavior 
of many 13-year-old boys to their mothers is less than 
ideal. They are all too often rude, antagonistic, insolent 
“Not fit to live with,” as one mother put it. 

These criticisms which boys make are not directed so 
much at their mother’s personality and appearance (as in 

case of girls). Rather, boys seem to feel that nothing 
is right around the house. They comment adversely about 
the way the house is run, the way the food is served. Or 
if the service is not quite what they expect they complain: 
“What, isn’t my egg cooked yet?” 

How you deal with all of this is, of course, up to you. 
However you deal with it, you can anticipate a change at 14.

It is found 
first in black and white in the 
celebrated “Anatomy of Melan- 
choly” of Robert B n, who 
died in 1640. Burton wrote of 
the matter under discussion, 
“To enlarge or illustrate this 
is to set a candle in the sun.” 
And there is your meaning— 
you don’t need a candle to make 
the sun visible.
